I looked up the submission i n question and it is white chunks in 1 plastic bag. I did not have another 
submission with 1 isted as the defendant, and none of the other submissions that Det. Burnham 

brought in the 1 isted as white chunks in 9 plastic bags (or 9 anythings). I know in the 

past that Det. Burnham has told us that he gets somewhat irritated with some of the cops since they will 
actually count the number of ‘rocks' of suspected crack and list that instead of the number of plastic 
bags/plastic packets/etc. (it' s not that the number of ‘rocks' is wrong, but more the fact that if, for 
some reason, the evidence bag gets banged/ squished/pressed upon, the number of rocks can change as they 
break into 2 or more pieces). My guess is that this is what happened with submission, though I can not 
know for sure. Det. Burnham is pretty good with identifying what is being submitted, and in this case I 
can tell you that he did list it as white chunks ini plastic bag. As for the result I reported ( “No 
Narcotic or illegal drugs” ), that is accurate, though the chunks were positive for acetaminophen 
(Tylenol), and this is not the first time that I have analyzed submissions from Springfield that appear 
to be crack but end up containing acetaminophen instead. I hope this makes sense. If you have any other 
questions or if there is anything else that I can help you with, please don' t hesitate to ask. Thanks.
